to victory yesterday in the most hectic civic election cam- 
paign yet staged in British Columbia.

Mr, McGeer is a Liberal member 
(Vancouver-Burrard) of the Brit- 
ish Columbia legislature and he in- 
timated before deciding to run for 
mayor that he intended to seek a 
Libera] nomination for parliament 
at the coming Dominion election.

150 Injured As Concert 
Hall in Liverpool 
Caves-in 
LIVERPOOL, Eng., Dec. 13.— 
The floor of a school concert hall 
collapsed last night under the 
weight of hundreds of children 
and their parents, resulting in in- 
juries to 150 persons. Thirty-six 
were taken to hospitals, several 

of whom may die. 

More than 100 were hurt badly 
enough to require medical treat- 
ment before returning to their 
homes. They had been precipitated 
in a mass of tumbling furniture 
and sudden darkness from the sec- 
ond to the first floor of the St. 
Clements school building. 

The disaster failed to reach the 
terrible proportions feared at one 
time, owing largely to the presence 
of mind of the school’s caretaker, 
named Doughty, who rushed to the

CITY EMPLOYEES 
NOT HOARDING 


Totalling $30,000, a sale of City 
of Edmonton bonds taken by civic 
employes as part payment of salary 
was effected by the civic bond 
committee for the month of De- 
cember, according to information 
received Thursday from A, A. 
Campbell, assistant city treasurer 
and secretary of the committee. Mr. 
Campbell offered this fact as proof 
that the employes “are not hoard- 
ing their money but are putting it 
into circulation for the benefit of 
local business.” 

Sales of these particular bonds 
average about $25,000 per month, 
and since the inauguration of the 
scheme civic servants have absorb- 
ed $600,000 in bonde, 

Credit notes are given all emm- 
ployees earning more than $1,000 a 
year every pay day. The employee 
can either save them or turn them 
over for cash. Last year the aver- 
age value of credit notes on a bond 
sold to the employees was $91.61. 
To date this year the average fig- 
ure is $90.82. At the present time 
a civic servant receives $90.40 for 
every $100 worth of credit notes.

MINGER NAMED

This was disclosed by a compari- 
son between the number of licenses 
issued by the federal radio depart- 
ment and the computed number of 
householders on which postmen call 
in their daily rounds. 

In the first seven months of the 
dominion fiscal year 12,056 radio 
licenses have been issued to resi- 
dents in Edmonton, according to 
W. G. D, Allen, radio license in- 
spector. The number of house- 
holders in the city, according to 
post office figures, is 17,483. 

More than three times as many 
sets were in operation here this 
year than there were in 1931, fig- 
ures compiled by the department 
show. The number of licenses 
issued in the fiscal year ending 
March, 31, 1931 show approximately 
4,000 licenses issued. Last year, for 
the full 12 months, 11,345 people 
paid the two dollars for the priv- 
ilege of hearing radio programs. 

Part of the increase in the num- 
ber of licenses purchased, Mr. Allen 
believed, was the result of vigorous 
collection campaigns conducted by 
the department.

Alberta has secured a loan of $750,000 from 
the Dominion, with which to finance relief 

This province, like this city, is paying its 
relief costs out of borrowed money, not out of 
current revenue. Most of the other provinces 
are and have been doing the same thing, and 
practically every city in every province 

Nobody needs to be told that cannot go on 
indefinitely, But relief will have to “go on,” at 
about the same rate of expense throughout the 
winter, and at a perhaps lower rate next sum- 
mer also, The time is not in sight when relief 
measures can be abandoned. The time has not 
arrived’ when the provinces can even 
finance their own relief costs, as Ottawa sug- 
gested they could and should do last summer. 

Western cities are planning a conference to 
discuss ways to cut down their debt charges. 
The conference might well be widened to in- 
elude all the cities in Canada, and the provinces 
as well, if the latter desire to take part. The

It has been suggested federal action should 
be sought to make municipal bonds callable, and 
thus enable the cities to refund their debts at 
lower interest rates.

EXPLANATION IN ORDER 


Perhaps there is some rea! reason why it 
must be cheaper to ship Alberta grain to China, 
where it isn’t wanted, than to ship it to British 
Columbia, where large quantities of the poorer 
grades could be sold and used as feed for stock 
and poultry. If so. it is high time the necessity 
for this remarkable discrimination in freight 
rates was exposed to the public view 

Traffic-managers and railway-lawyers have 


produced interminable schedules, and still less 
terminable arguments, to prove that the rail- 
ways would go broke hauling grain to British 


Columbia for consumption there at the same 
charge they make to haul grain to B.C. ports 
for shipment abroad. But so far their efforts 
in that direction have not convinced anybody 
outside the Railway Commission that the dis- 
criminatory rates are either just, expedient, or 
even a tolerably good bluff. 

It costs no more to haul a car load of grain 
from an Alberta point to Vancouver for local 
consumption than to haul another car there for 
shipment overseas. Are the railways losing 
money, or not making a fair margin of profit, 
hauling export grain from Alberia to the B.C. 
ports? If that business is profiteble to them, 
then the Alberta farmer is robbed when he is 
charged double-rates for hauling a car of his 
grain to some B.C. point for consumption there. 

That, at any rate, is the way the matter 
stands as viewed from the standpoint of the 
Alberta farmer, stripped of legalistic verbiage 
and statistical fog. If there is anything wrong 
with that view of the case, it would very much 
improve the prestige of the railways and the

WHOSE “BALANCE” IS IT? 

On Monday the people of Halifax learned 
from Premier Bennett in what a down-an-out 
condition he found the country in 1930, and by 
what statesmanlike feats of belt-tightening and 
tariff-boosting he had brought it to the proud 
position in which we now have a “favorable” 
balance of trade with other countries which may 
run to $200,000,009 this year. 

That we are shipping cut that much more 
goods than we get in exchange was the crown- 
ing achievement in the record of glory 

It is unfortunate thet Canadians cannot eat 
this favorable balance of trade, or use it to pay 
debts and taxes.or buy goods. The §200,000,000 
has to go to pay interest on money which our 
governments have borrowed in New York 
This gigantic sum represents commodities of 
various kinds which Canadian producers pro- 
duce by the sweat of thelr brows and whieh 
their “sound money” Government hands over to 
foreign bond-holdera. 

The Bennett Government did not borrow the 
money on which this interest has to be paid. 
But it is perpetuating the same wastage of 
national energy and resources, by re-borrowing

to pay every bond issue that falls due. Thus 
making certain that the surplus fruits of indus- 
try and enterprise in the years to come will also 
have to be poured down the sink-hole of usury, 
whether the bonds are held by foreign investors 
or in Canada 

A “favorable” balance of trade that resulted 
in buying power being imported into Canada 
and distributed among the producing population 
would be a blessing. Exporting timber and 
wheat to pay interest on money that need never 
have been borrowed evokes no cheers from 
those who have to produce the timber and 
wheat. A Government which can propose noth- 
ing better than that future generations shall go 
on producing timber and wheat for the same 
purpose, only proclaims its own blindness when 
it boasts about a favorable balance of trade. 

What do Canadian producers, or the Cana- 
dian public, get out of this favorable balance 
of trade? Nota thing. That $200,000,000 warth 
of commodities have passed into the ownership 
of others, in payment of interest on debts which 
should never have been incurred. That great 
sum is the monetary measure of wealth that 
is lost to the nation—lost as really as the coffee 
which Brazilians dump into the sea.

The Passing Show

A letter from a Canadian business man, ex- 
pressing sympathy with a case cited in this 
column over a week ago, where a middle-aged 
man, the father of a young family, had de- 
veloped religious mania owing to the strain of 
the continued depression and the indignity of 
being on relief, says: 

“This depression has 
wrecked families from one 
end of Canada to the other. 
Impaired health and mental 
distress, I feel sure, exceed 
material damage done to 
the Canadian people dur- 
ing the past four years of 
‘sound money’.” 

If there's some great cos+ 
mic system of bookkeeping 
that takes note of ruined 
homes and heartbreak, and there's anything in 
the commonly accepted belief that in a future 
life we must purge ourselves in some painful 
way for the ills done in the flesh, then the in- 
creased purchasing power of “sound money” 
and the high interest rates made possible under 
the “sound money” regime, must be dearly paid 
for. They have been obtained at great cost jn 
human suffering. It makes one contemptuous 
with eneself to compare one’s own griefs or 
annoyances with the real suflerings of others.

Here's a searchlight on a phase of life‘in a 
great western Canadian city; one that by repute 
has suffered less than any other western city 
by virtue of having her interests more widely 
divided than others. I refer to the city of Van- 
couver. 


A writer in the News-Herald—the Van- 
couver morning newspaper—under date of 
December 3, 1934, makes a serious suggestion 
that the people of that city should wrap their 
garbage in packages and leave them on the 
fence rails instead of putting the garbage into 
the usual garbage cans. And for what reason? 
So that the down and outers in that great 
Christian city can get their fill of garbage with- 
out haying the unfair competition of hungry 
dogs. 

Just so you won't be tempted to think the 
above an exaggeration, I quote from Mr. James 
Dyer's article which appears on the editorial 
page of the News-Herald of that date. It is 
captioned “Any Garbage Today?” 

“Have you a little garbage to dispose of 
today? 

“If you have, and if it is breakfast, 
luncheon or dinner-table garbage, and 11 
you happen to live in the west-end or 
downtown, please do not thoughtlessly toss 
it into the garbage pan along with the 
potato peelings and furnace ashes. But 
place it carefully on the ledge of the back- 
yard fence. 

“If you do this, you will spare yourself 
the trouble of up-ending the can again 
after some ill-mannered neighborhood 
canine has upset it in order to extract the 
more edible refuse. For, if it is carefully 
disposed along the top of the fence, out of 
reach of greedy dogs, the two-legged scav- 
engers who inhabit the jungles of our fair 
city will be along, before dawn, to pick it 
up and fill their empty stomachs with it.... 

“You have seen them on the downtown 
streets. Probably you have often walked 
a little faster, drawn your hat down a little 
nearer your nose, as one of them sidled in- 
sinuatingly in your direction. Perhaps you 
have often handed over a nickel or a dime. 

“You can see them, too, in the back 
alleys, behind restaurants, hurriedly sal- 
vaging the huskier refuse before the pig 
swill collector cleans out the garbage boxes. 

“You will find them in other alleys, too. 
They tell me that some of the janitors em- 
ployed in at least one of the larger office 
buildings, have a custom of collecting the 
scraps from the lunch boxes of steno- 
graphers and clerks and—a half-eaten sand- 
wich, a crumb of cake—rather than dump- 
ing them in the garbage boxes, placing 
them on the sills of the ground floor win- 
dows. 

“The scraps are never there when morn- 
ing rolls around. Perhaps the rats get 
them-—they say the rats are increasing in 
numbers, too—but it is believed that these 
scraps go into other bellies, go to mske 
cold collations in the box-wood palaces that 
rise under Georgia Viaduct end sundry 
others of phe jungles of Vancouver.” 

There you have it from a Vancouver resident 
who seems to know what he is writing about in 
this article for Vancouver folk. It is the appli- 
cation to the n'th degree of that admonition to 
“tighten your belts’ and “cut out all the 
luxuries” that advocates of “sound money” 
make,when arguing the sanctity of interest 
contracts. 


It's a commentary, strange to the point of 
madness, that men capable of useful work and 
desirous to work, should be living in packing 
cases under viaducts and prowling at nights 
like scavenger beasts seeking food from the 
Garbage bins before the dogs get it, in a land 
that has a 200,000,000 bushel surplus of wheat, 
and that is issuing edicts for the killing of hogs 
because we have more pork and bacon than 
the market can absorb.

Inflammation Of The 


Mucous Membranes 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Any of the mucous membranes may become 
inflamed as a result of local irritation, but 
usually they become inflamed because the 
secretions passing through them are toxic and 
irritating and allow the development of bac- 
teria. The greatest majority of cases are of this 
type. The real cause of this 
condition lies in a polluted 
blood stream, for the secre- 
tions of the mucous mem- 
branes must come from the 
blood and lymph, and when 
these are too toxic, an elimin- 
ation of some of the poisons 
takes place through the 
mucous membranes and is 
the principal cause of their 
becoming inflamed. 

Since there is a similar 
cause for all of these troubles, whether the in- 
flammation is in the nose, throat, bronchial 
tubes or colon, it is not surprising that the same 
type of dieting regimen proves helpful in all 
of these cases. Of course, if some Jocal irrita- 
tion is producing the inflammation, it may re- 
quire local treatmeft, but the dietetic regimen 
will prove effective in an amazing proportion 
of mucous membrane inflammations. 

The first thing to do is to cleanse the blood 
stream by using an eliminative fast for several 
days. Large quantities of water should be 
used, but no food except orange or grapefruit 
juice. Enemas should be taken twice daily, 
and the skin should be given a shower bath 
followed by a brisk rub. All of these treat- 
ments are for the purpose of stimulating 
elimination. 

The second thing to do is to remove any local 
cause of the irritation. That is, if Shere is a 
growth or polypus in, say, the nose, the growth 
should be removed surgically or given suitable 
local treatment. If adhesions or kinks are 
causing the irritation in the intestines, they 
should be treated with the right kind of mani- 
pulations. If there is no local cause of irrita- 
tion, these treatments are not necessary, and 
any treatments given should be for the purpose 
of general elimination and vitality building. 

The third thing to do after the eliminative 
fast and the treatment is to build up the blood 
alkalinity by diet. The patient should be taught 
to eat large quantities of the alkaline-forming 
foods, such as spinach, celery, figs, carrots, etc. 
He should also be taught to avoid wrong food 
combinations which tend to increase acidity. 
This diet applies in any inflammation of the 
mucous membrane except in some cases where 
there is a severe inflammation of the intestinal 
tract, in which the roughage of the fruits and 
vegetables might produce additional irritation, 
In a few of these cases a milk diet is indicated, 
However, following the milk dict, the patient 
should use the above alkaline increasing diet.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Alfred W. inquires: “I have 
been taking an ultra violet ray treatment but 
I do not understand how it would have time 
to do me much good, since I only stay under 
the light for two minutes.” 

ANSWER: I consider the ultra violet ray 
treatment important. An exposure of one or 
two minutes may be sufficient because of the 
strong light used. lf the doctor has the type 
of equipment using the cold quartz lamp, this is 
more powerful than older equipment and at 
the same time more rapid and more efficient. 
These new lamps are so powerful that the 
patient may burn in a short time. I recam- 
mend that the lamp with the automatic turning 
off device be used as this lamp will turn itself 
off and prevent burning. If the Inmp is of the 
weeker type, the treatment must be taken for 
a longer time. The ultra vio'ct ray treatment 
stimulates the iron in the cells, increases the 
number of red blood eells and brings the blood 
to the skin, causing the redness.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1909 the daily 
newspapers printed a brief tele- 
gram from Calgary stating that 
the Conservatives of that city 
hed selected Richard Bedford 
Bennett as their candidate for the 


House of Commons. That did not 
mean much to the sverage 
easterner, but to the westerner 


it meant that a new oratorical 
comet was due some time to 
sweep across the federal «ky. 

R. B. Bennett arrived at Cal- 
gary in 1897. Within a year he 
was not only a leader at the Bar 
but had been elected to repre- 
sent Calgary in the legislative 
assembly of the North West Terri- 
tories. When the province of 
Alberta was created Mr. Bennett 
was not in the first assembly, but 
he was sent there in 1909, to re-

Little Theatre's 
| forthcoming production of “The 
Moon in the Yellow River,” by 
Denis Johnston, the following re- 
view in the London Observer is 
particulayly interesting: 

“Here is a play in a thousand, an 
Irish play that smiles on the spec- 
tator ratHer as a droll ogre might 
before proceeding to business. Its 
plot flowers from two seeds: Irish 
character and the dramatist’s heart- 
rending view of it.

BOUNDARIES 
IS FORECAST 


Question Will Form Sub- 
ject of Hectic Debate at 


Next Session 


One of the most hectic debates at 
the next session of the legislature 
will be that centering around the 
report of the special house commit- 
tee on redistribution and the result- 
ing bill which will bring about re- 
alignment of constituency boundar- 
ies, 

At the 1933 session of the house a 
special committee, representative of 
all parties was struck, with George 
MacLachlan. U.F.A., member for 
Pembina acting as chairman. Sev- 
eral meetings were held prior to 
the 1934 session and finally, Jate in 
the session, an interim report was 
submitted to the house, which in 
effect, deferred definite decision 
until the coming session. 

Widespread speculation is going 
the rounds as to what will be done. 


REDUCTION PREDICTED 


A unanimous report is not to be 
expected, but general opinion is 
that a reduction in total member- 
ship will take place. 

Elimination of at least one seat in 
the south and the creation of an- 
other in the north is believed as- 
sured, while the boundaries o 
others will be materially altered to 
conform with the changing of pop- 
ulation. 

The greatest increase in settie- 
ment has taken place in the north- 
ern sections of the province, al- 
though investigation by the redis- 


tribution committee has shown 
that, despite the large exodus from 
drought areas, population has in- 
creased there, too 
NON-COMMITTAL 

Liberals have not committed 


themselves definitely as to what re- 
vision they favor. Conservatives 
are pressing for a reduction to 45.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—The Na- 
tional League gave up its traditional 
stand against night baseball Wed- 
nesday, and agreed to let each 
team in the circuit play seven home 
games next season under flood- 
lights, as the pace of the annual 
major league conclaves quickened 
in everything except player trading 


After reports for the year in- 
dicated that only the world cham- 
pion St. Louis Cardinals showed a 
profit for 1934, the moguls even 
went so far as to pave the way in- 
directly for Judge Emil Fuchs, chief 


owner of the Boston club, to oper-|, 


ate a dog-track evenings in Braves 
Field this summer while his team 
plays its home games at Fenway 
Park, stronghold of the American 
League's Boston Red Sox. 


TWO OPPOSE MOVE 


Only New York Giants and 
Brooklyn Dodgers opposed the sug- 
gestion that each club be permitted 
to play one game at night at home 
against each of its league oppon- 
ents. The decision, first in major 
league history in favor of a custom 
that now is common in the minors, 
is not binding on any club. 

The financial standing of the 
American League apparently was 
much stronger as a whole, for un- 
official figures revealed during the 
day showed an increase of 832,000 
over 1933 in the paid attendance of 
all eight clubs, the Yankees being 
the highest individual gainer with 
an increase of 250,000 paid.
